All Fowlered Up 


To the Editor: 


As to ‘Shave mercy on such as 
we,’’ my fellow-critic understands 
that when the original complain- 
ant said “It’s the object of a prep- 
osition’’ he meant that ‘‘as’’ or 
“such as” was a preposition. In that 
case the condition he cites from 
Fowler would be applicable. But 
the words are not necessarily so 
understood. They can also be 
understood as I did in fact under- 
stand them when I first read them,, 
as meaning that ‘‘such as we’’ is 
the object of the preposition ‘‘on,”’ 
and hence ‘‘we,”’ being such a part 
of ‘‘such as we’’ as it is, should 
be ‘‘us’’ because of the ‘‘on.”’ 
Fowler, same page, says this is the 
principle to follow when you fail 
to supply words; and where it is 
possible to follow either principle, 
Fowler broad-mindedly says you 
can use whichever form you 
choose, ‘‘we’’ or ‘‘us’’ 

Well, on strictly ‘grammatical 
grounds my choice is ‘‘us’’ if I can 
use whichever I choose. But per- 
haps the authors of the song were 
guided by the feeling that ‘‘such 
as we’’ is a more musical string of 
vowels and consonants than ‘‘such 
as us.” If so, as poets they had 
a right to let that influence their 
choice. 

On the same page of the Towns- 
man another man says that spec- 
ulation in the wheat pit is essen- 
tially the same as the action of a 
farmer who postpones selling his 
crop because he thinks the price 
will be better later. Right; and 
both are essentially the same as 
the action of a householder who 
fills his cellar up with coal or 
Sugar or canned goods now be- 


cause he thinks the price is going: 


to go up. Any one of the three: 
things, if it is based on correct 
foresight so as to be profitable to 
the person who does it, is at the 
same time a ‘benefit to the com- 
munity because it has the double 
effect of keeping up the price 
when the price is going too low 
and keeping down the price when 
the price is going too high. It is 
a harm to the community in two 
cases: first, when a rattle-headed 
man guesses the market wrong 
and loses money, he also hurts his 
neighbors; second, when a man is 
not content with speculating on his 
foresight but artificially rigs the 
market to make sure of winning, 
again he hurts his neighbors.
